provision in the army bill late today 
by a vote of 36 to 34, rejecting Sen- 
ator Lea’s amendment to strike the 
section of the bill out. The vote 
ended a four-day debate on the. sec- 
tion. 
Advocates of the National Guard as 
the first line of defense behind the 


regular army supported the amend- 
ment vigorously, and the struggle was 
—4 of the hardest fought in the Sen- 
ate at this session of Congress. It 
began after the defeat of the Military 
Committee last week, when a pro- 
posal to create a National Guard sec- 
tion of the army general staff was 
written into the bill. 


THE NARROW MARGIN. 


The narrow margin by which the 
Federal volunteer provision was re- 
tained makes it doubtful that it will 
be in the measure finally framed by 
the Conference Committee between 
the two houses. An effort during de- 
bate on the House army bill to insert 
this section, which is designed to pro- 
vide such a force as the continental 
army proposed by former Secretary 

mn, was decisively defeated. 

Without Republican support the 
volunteer section. would have been 
voted out by the mocratic Senators 
despite the fact that it was unan- 
imously recommended by the Military 
Committee. Twenty-four Democrats 
and ten Republicans, including near- 
ly all the Progressive Republicans, 
voted to strike it out. Nineteen Dem- 
ocratse and seventeen Republicans 
voted to retain it.

NATIONAL GUARD ACCUSED. 

‘The vote followed charges that 
the National Guard organizations 
throughout the country were con4uct- 
ing a lobby agamst the Federal vol- 
unteer plan. Senator Chamberlain, 
chairman of the Military Committee, 
warned the Senate in the course of 
the debate that if the National Guard 
proposed to become politically active 
and endeavor to influence legislation 
as it had done in this case, he would 
further Federal 
aid for the State soldiers. 

Champions of the Guard retorted 
that the military training camps as- 
sociation had been equally active in 
behalf of the Federal volunteer sec- 
tion. They pointed to the mass of 
telegrams jaid before the Senate to- 
day by Senator Chamberlain to sus- 
tain their contention. . 

The struggle had little bearing on 
the general question of preparedness 
beyond the fact that the advocates 
of the volunteer plan asserted it was 
vital to any scheme to back up the 
regular army with citizen soldiers, 
while opponents declared it would 
serve only to disintegrate the National 
Guard. All Senators who spoke on 
the subject declared in favor of pre- 
paredness, and many urged even more 
liberal provisions for the regular 
army and National Guard than the 
bill makes.

THE VOLUNTEER PLAN. 


The section under dispute provides 
for the organization by Congressional 
districts of 261,000 Federal volunteers, 
wholly under the control of the Presi- 
dent and for their training in peace 
times under such regulations as the 
President may prescribe. It was de- 
signed to provide for summer train- 
ing camps, similar to those held last 
year at Plattsburg, N. Y., and else- 
where, and also for the organization 
of volunteer army units in country 
districts where its members could 
spare the time during the summer for 
a month or more of intensive military 
training during each of the three years 
of their service with the colors. 

An amendment accepted by the Sen- 
ate last week fixed thirty days annually 
as the period of training. Senator 
Williams has announced, however, 
that he will offer a further amend- 
ment fixing the maximum time at 
ninety days should any unit be found 
able to devote 
to its work. 

STUDENT INSTRUCTION. 

Senator McCumber offered a sub- 
stitute for the section providing that 
high school, academy and college stu- 
dents be assembled in military train- 
ing camps, those of sultable age be- 
ing Hable for service in the regular or 
volunteer armies in time of war and 
to remain in the class of available 
reserves for ten year after graduation. 
It was defeated without a roll call. 
Several other Senators who opposed 
the volunteer section urged that steps 
be taken to train the students of the 
country as a reserve force, indicating

Through the 
medium of Admiral Tsai Ting-kan, 
‘This confidential secretary, the inter- 
view was arranged and a list of type- 
written questions was submitted in 
advance to the Emperor-elect. After 
these were translated into Chinese 
His Excellency dictated replies in 
Chinese which were in turn translated 
into English. By this means the Em- 
peror-elect and the correspondent 
were thoroughly familiarized with the 
subjects to be discussed before the 
interview took place, and today’s talk 
at the palace was the means of con- 
sidering in detail questions of most 


Several points of vital interest to 
the United States and Americans in- 
terested in /China brought out 
at the interview. e Emperor-elect 
made no predictions as to when con- 
ditions will be favorable for the en- 
thronement. 

He has definite plans for the im- 
mediate framing of a new constitu- 
tion, which will not be fashioned 
after that of Japan or any other 

country.

He 
laughed pleasantly as he minimized 
their efforts, and his face lacked the 
hard lines one might expect in a man 
as relentiess in his methods as many 
of his enemies paint him.

Whether that act was prompted by 
patriotic or selfish motives they can- 
not hide from impartial judges.

Without some urgent neces- 
sity, there is no intention on the part 
of the Chinese government for an in- 
crease in the army and navy.“ 
While the Emperor-elect ventured 
no prediction as to the probable date 
of his enthronement, he talked 
frankly about the preparations for 
the change in the form of govern- 
ment, especially the drafting of the 
new constitution. “Within a few 
days the drafting of the constitution 
will commence,” he said. “When it 
is finished it will be handed over 
to the national convention for fur. 
ther suggestions. How soon the con- 
stitution will be promulgated cannot 
now be predicted. In the framing 
of a constitption for China the aim 
will be to adopt one which shall be 
suited to existing conditions in China. 
Constitutions of eastern countries are 
modeled after those of western 
countries. In the drafting of the 
new constitution we shall adopt from 
all countries the best features and 
those most suited to China.” 


PROPOSED REFORMS. 


When asked for a statement as to 
the reforms he purposes to institute 
under the changed government, the 
Emperor-el said: “The govern- 
ment, after having examined into the 
general state of affairs in the coun- 
try is convinced that the most urgent 
reforms are education and the devel- 
opment of productive tmdustries: 
Since the republican form of gov- 
ernment has proved to be unsuitable 
to China, all efforts in such reforms 
have met with many obstacles. The 
monarchical form of government, 
being in greater accord with the tra- 
ditions of the people and less liable 
to electoral changes, will be able to 
secure greater continuity of policy. 
For this reason reforms can be ef- 
fected better under a changed form 
of government.” 

“Does Your Excellency anticipate a 
resumption of railroad construction 
under the monarchy?” 

“Railroads are a great necessity to 
a country as extensive as China. We 
will build them with native or for- 
eign money. Rallway expansions will 
be vigorously resumed as soon as 
circumstances permit.”

IN LONG SIEGE.

Elderly Man and Wife Baffle 
Sheriff's Armed Cordon. 


Lines of Battle Unchanged in 
Two Day’s Operations. — 


Mysterious Signals Told. 


After two days of siege Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Thompson still hold their 
fort just beyond the boundaries of 
Burbank. Several attempts by miem- 
bers of the deputy eheriffe’ posse to 
approach the house were repulsed yes- 
terday. Whenever any of the attack- 
ing party neared the fence around 
the place either Mr. or Mrs. Thomp- 
son appeared with a huge gun. 

According to one of the neighbors 
who has been in the residence of the 
supposedly demented old people, they 
have two revolvers hung on pegs at 
each of the three doors leading out of 
the house. In addition, they have sev- 
—— rifies and shotguns, all loaded for 

on.

NO SPOONING THERE. 

Thursday night, while the deputy 
sheriffs lay in wait around the place, 
hoping for an opportunity of catching 
the farmer or hie wife unawares, a 
party of young persons in a large 
touring car was assailed with a ter- 
rific fow of language from the Thomp- 
son home and ordered to move more 
spéedily past the place and not lin- 
ger for any spooning in the vicinity. 
The posse has been informed that 
Mr. and Mrs. Thompson drive to Bur- 
bank every Friday for their groceries 
and supplies and so it ie expected they 
may be captured today. 
Their son, a student at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, refused 
to interfere with his parents yesterday 
morning, when informed of condi- 
tions, telling an officer that he might 
nsider doing something to relieve 
the situation when he went home last 
night. He did so, but without result. 

Mr. Mrs. Thompson are to be 
taken by strategy and without the 
use of violence or force, according to 
orders issued by Sheriff Cline. They 
have been held insane and unaccount-~- 
able for their action. But matters 
may be changed at any time if either 
of the besieged wounds or kills any 
member of the party seeking to cap- 
ture them. Should this occur it may 
mean a pitched battle. 

MANY WATCH SIEGE. 
Practically all the people of Bur- 
bank have visited the scene of hostili- 
ties and all sorts of advice has been 
offered the besiegers. The actions of 
the old people during the past three 
years have estranged them from many 


apparently no one can approach their 
home without serious danger. 
During the past year they have 
evolved a signal system which they 
expect will warn them of all interfer- 
ence when they leave the house 
Thompson had several Japanese work- 
ing for him in the fields.

Court Testimony Regarding Fire 
in Cleveland National Forest. 
Accused Claims Personal 

Enmity Behind Charge. 


The hero of James Fenimore 
Cooper's Last of the Mohicans” had 
nothing on Forest Ranger Thomas 
Akers in wododcraft and deduction, 
according to testimony given by that 
official in United States District Judge 
Cushman’s court yesterday, in the 
hearing of charges against George 
Blodgett, owner of a ranch in the 
Cleveland National Forest. Blodgett 
lg alleged to have set fire to the big 
woods October 23, 1915. 

The evidence so far shows that the 
only things against Blodgett are 
human tracks supposed to lead from 
his camp to the scene of the fire, 
and markings supposed to be those 
of a mare that he rode to the fire 
and back, Akers and his aides 
claimed to have tracked Blodgett, the 
morning after the fire, along moun- 
tain tralls to a point where the alti- 
tude was 6000 feet, through canyons, 
by springs, across roads and back 
again. In a word they used all the 
cleverness of masters of woodcratft. 
Not only that, but Akerg told how 
he determined the tracks were those 
of Blodgett and his mare from the 
fact that the man wore burlap on his 
feet, and the animal was freshly shod. 
| Akers is a quiet, conservative man, 
but his testimony indicated that the 
big woods are as an open book to 
him. Blodgett denies the ‘charge and 
says the allegation its the result of 
enmity on the part of the forest offi- 
cers. The testimony is all of a circum- 
stantial character, and the 
dweller in the mountain fastnesses as- 
serts that he will have no trouble in 
establishing his innocence.

The sewer farm purchased by the
